LOCHRANE, C. J. 

Where F, by the first item of his will, be- 
queathed a life estate in certain lands to lis 
aon, and subsequently, by a codicil thereto, 
withdrew said property from the provisions 
of his will, and divided it equally and abso- 
lutely among his children, and the property 

iven to his son by the codicil is given abso- 
fately without any referential or substitu- 
tional words carrying it back under the pro- 
visions of the first item of the will. But the 
devise of the codicil is complete and separate, 
and the terms used plain and unambiguous: 

Held, That the son took an absolute estate 
in said property under the codici], and that 
the law inhibits the construction of lesser 
estates, where no words of limitation are 
used by the testator; and where no such in- 
tent appeara by clear and necessary words in 
the instrument : 

Held, That in the construction of wills the 
mode of ascertaining the testator’s intent, is 
not by arbitrary conjectures or opinions as 
to whiat he meant, but to be drawn from the 
whole instrument, under rules of law.

District Courts. 

_ Biditor Constitution: The communication of 
A. W. IL, and your editorial, in your issue of 
the 3d, and the reproduction of the Chronicle 
and Sentinel’s article by you on the 4th, rela- 
tive to the organization of our District Courts, 
naturally excite inquiry, and prodons puldico, 
Pil give you, in part, the result of my inves- 
tigation; premising, however, that Tam not 
one of the officers appointed, uor of kin to 
any of them. 

In the articles above alluded to, it is con- 
fidenily maintained that the appointment of 
officers of the District Courts, is invalid till 
the advice and consent of the Senate are ob- 
tained, and references are made to the action 
of the Senate and the Courts of the United 
States, in proof of the correctness of the 
position. 

The question invotved is not so easily Ccis- 
posed of as you imagine. The clause of the 
Constitution of the United States, empower- 
ing the President to fill vacancies, is strikingly 
different from the one in our State Constitu- 
tion, conferring similar powers upon the 
Governor. The one reads: “ The President 
shall have power to fill up all vacancies that 
may happen during the recess of the Senate, 
by granting commissions whic b shall expire 
at the end of theirnextsession.” The other - 
* When any office becomes vacant by death, 
resignation or otherwise, the Governor shall 
have power to fill such vacancy, unless 
otherwise provided by law, and the person 
so appointed shall continve in office until a 
successor is appointed agreeably to the mode 
pointed out by this © onstitution 0: ‘by Jaw in 
pursuance thereof.” 

The power conferred in each case depends 
upon the terms used and an adjudication of
